Jias come of all his Bclicmes and promises, 
-—Nothing, True, few were disappointed 
in that"; for it is diilicult to see how any 
sensible person could have believed in his 
sincerity, much less in tiio feasibility pf 
the scheme.

conversation about the alliance and his 
objects, ho has requested nnd authorized 
him to carry to the sixth general confer- 
ence of that body, which is to moot at 
New York in October next, his greeting 
and his best wishes.

Tho gas 
rushed forth rapidly, and in loss 
than three minutes af ter the break was 
seen,
